KINGDOM 


,«. International Sunday School Lesson for December 


12, Text: Matthew 13: 44-58. 


The relative importance of material and spiritual 


yalues is shown in the parables of the text for the in- 
ternational Sunday School lesson on December 12. The 
.values of supreme importance are to be found in the 
spiritual qualities of the kingdom of heaven. The king- 
dom of heaven is not eating and drinking but righteous- 
ness and peace and joy. 


The surpassing importance of the qualities of the 


kingdom is illustrated by the magnificent pearl for 
which the connoisseur in jewels would exchange all he 
had; or by the hidden treasure to obtain which a man 
would sacrifice everything he possessed; or by the edi- 
ble fish which arc kept while the other fish caught in the 
net are thrown away. By repeated illustrations Jesus 
declares that the kingdom of which he preaches is of 
greater value than anything else. 


The material and spiritual are so intertwined that 


often no distinction is made between them by persons 
who mean to be devoted to the interests of "the king- 
dom. 
Noted examples of the material realm -and the 


spiritual kingdom arc found respectively in wealth and 
character. Character belongs to the spiritual kingdom 
and should have supreme importance as compared\vithi 
wealth. Vet wealth is loo often sought and used as if! 
m itself it, were of the greatest moment. The attitude!
